gate. The ttires' port superintendent 
arrived from the west gate, coming along 
the ramparts, ‘while -1 was standing. near 
the gate ; and be told a gentleman present 
that the rebels, from the news be had re- 
ceived from his scouts, were making pre- 
paration to leave the neighborhood of 
‘Tientsin. The-Imperialists Iuter marched

With ‘this force there 
are two foreigners employed ‘by Le-hung- 
chang with the Artillery corps; aud on 
these men -reaching ‘Tientain and finding 
people here whom they. knew when serviig 
under Major Gordon, the following news 
regarding the Nienfei rebole, which dwarfs 
all previous accounts completely, has been 
received by us, 


That they number 80,000 fighting men 
and are all mouuted; as well as thé women 
who accompany them: that-they are capa- 
ble of going anywhere in-China or of doiug 
anything in it, so-far-as regards being 
hindered “by the Imperial forces; that 
Le-bung-chaug’s army has hitherto not 
been able to cope with them, and so far as 
putting down the rebels it may be compared 
to a paper ariny; and that at presetit there 
are no signs of the country being placed in 
tranquillity through the Imporial forces. 
This news has’ naturally cast a gloom over 
our, bright visious of the Tmperialists adon 
bringing trangnillity to this region, ‘Takin 
the above ‘accounts to {be facts, alth: wail 
camot help faneying that the number hus 
been ‘greatly exaggerated, ono may na- 
turally ask the following questions; -What 
prospects aro there now of. secing a large 
business doue this’ seasou ‘in.
